He is a third year Arts stu- 
dent honoring in Economics and 
Philosophy. He was a deslc editor 
In the News Department last year. 

Although the appointments were 
only made official last night, the 
Managing Board has been worlcing 
together for. the past month, pre- 
paring for the publication of the 
paper.

Lata returns gathered at press time last night showed that 
the Red Feather campaign was $9,432.71 richer due to the efforts 

of 600 McGill fraternity members. 

This figure is just $500 short of ' 
the objective set by the Inter-Fra- 
ternity Council's Red Feather 
Blitz. These results were announ- 
ced at the Chalet where the cam- 
paign committee collected the 
funds as they came in from stu- 
dents aboard 16 busses. 

During the course of the eve- 
ning, .these busses had travelled 
to all sections of residential .Mont- 
real, transporting the students to 
approximately 10,000 homes. This 
year's total exceeded last years 
by a little over $4,000. 

Busses were divided into five 
different colour groups, and prizes 
were awarded to the best couple, 
Uie best colour, and the best fra- 
ternity. 

Tony Maxwell and Dale Nichol 
won the best couple prize. Best 
coulor was green under llie lead- 
ership of David Gilday. The best 
fraternity laurels were carries off 
by the Alpha Dclts under Jalcc 
Ebcrts.

The blitz waa icicked off offi- 
cially yesterday at 5.30 pm when 
all fraternity and sorority mem- 
bers slate to take part in the cam- 
paign gathered on the lower cam- 
pus.

He then introduced J. Lynch Stan, 
ton, .City Councillor, who spoke 
on behalf of Mayor Jean Drapeau 
and the city of Montreal 

"Every campaign is important", 
Stanton said, " but none more 
so than tonighL There are more 
agencies this year, and we need 
more money." 

"And do not forget," he con- 
tinued, "that Just collecting the 
same amount as last year is not 
good enough. In fact, givhig the 
same amount is really giving less, 
because tliere are more agencies 
Involved to which the funds must 
be allocated." 

After the various speeches, the 
students broke off into large cir- 
cles to get ready for the Paul 
Jones, desinged to pair each boy 
off with a girl.

ON YESTERDAY'S editorial page Jhe Dally cHticiied Sir 
George William Unlyeriily for its rash mova .on ths 
NFCUS situation. Tills crlllcisirr, however, does not mean 
that all's well with the national student federation. 

in its reply to SGWU accusations. NFCUS cited the excel- 
lent work done by Walter Tarnopolsky, the Canadian stu- 
dents' observer at the World Forum held In Moscow. The 
press release outlines NFCUS support extended the Algerian 
national student organization in its many problems arising 
from the Algeralion liberation movement. NFCUS press men 
pal the crgontzallon on the bock for its initiation of an inter- 
national student work camp at Concepcion, Chile. Well, so do 
wo. If we had known about these activities without the help 
of a press release conceived in a time of self-defense, we 
would have doped even harder. 

The fact remains that, 'despite these laudable (and 
mostly abstract) exertions on the international scene, NFCUS 
does not, and. never has meant much to the Canadian student 
body. • 

In post years the national congress, has been considered 
a playground for the elite — those delegates, generally not 
student leaders, who ore packed off to the convention to 
fulfil the obligations of university representation. Certainly, 
no substantial reports ever reached the average student on 
campus. Another select few were Introduced to the mystics 
of national student federation at the NFCUS seminars. If any 
conclusions were reached at these meetings, the decisions 
were never brought to the attention of the student body- 
at-large. If the situation has changed, if NFCUS has stirred 
itself to some fruitful action on the national scene, this now 
trend of affairs has certàlnly.beén publldiy-shy and retiring 
in spirit. To cop the situation of general ignorance and dis- 
interest, on inquiring into the matter 'of vwho the McGill 
NFCUS delegales were for the national congress to be held 
on September 28th, we were told that they would be 
appointed of the SEC meeting on September 25th I 

As for OS McGill students ore concerned. NFCUS means 
three things : on annuo! national conference, NFCUS seminars 
and a NFCUS-sponsored life insurance offer. For those who 
are more "in the know", there is a hint of several NFCUS 
scholarships. Since no reports are received and no effective 
action is visible ds an outcome of the first two, these can be 
accounted negligible contributions. The life Insurance plan 
offered through NFCUS negotiations hardly con be called 
sufficient reason for the organization's raison d'être. And 
the few scholarships, though a loudible effort, will not solve 
the problem of a need for notional educational aid. 

Since the overage student has so little knowledge of 
NFCUS activities, what chance is he afforded to evaluate the 
sagacity of his national, leaders ? In the last school year 
NFCUS leaders boldly demanded joint actldn-by the federal 
and provincial governments on a nation-wide program of 
financial assistance to university students. President Bruce 
Rdwson commented that "education in Canada falls exclusi- 
vely within provincial [unsdiction but that NFCUS strongly 
advised "direct financial assistance from the Government of 
Canada" to moke higher education accessible to those stu- 
dents who haven't the means to attend university. 'All very 
diplomatic, but If Mr. Rowson was so piliticolly orientated, 
why present this particular brief at a time when Quebec 
autonomists were clamoring for attention and support; at a 
time when the question of federal/provincial control of edu- 
coflon was a hot stone for MPs ? Verdict on the demands ? 
"Cose dismissed." No action. 

^ • The NFCUS press release .maintains that the federation is 
based on régional organizations. Sir George, is clamoring 
for "cohesive provincial organizations associated with a 
notional office". For all practical purposes. NFCUS Is not 
based on regional organizations; It is, In reality, a notional 
conference which lakes place one a year with various semi- 
nars' scattered in between. But neither would the Sir George 
suggestion of almost autonomous provincial organizations 
with (what would turn out to be) a portyline to a national 
office be any solution to the situation as It now stands. 
Canadian students, caught betvyeen the political arguments 
of federal aid and provincial control, need all the united 
strength they can muster. The Sir George plan will certainly 
disperse any possible notional force; but NFCUS as it now 
operates does not exactly offer an attractive alternative. 



Reform Group Disappointed 
Doubtful Future Faces Party 

Mme. Paul Sauve Is not a particularly tall woman and she had to crane a little to 
catch an occasional glimpse of the jubilant tableau on the distant rostrum. It was just two 
years since she herself had stood, at the side of her beloved husband, in that some bright 
public glare riding a crest of public favour and adulation. 



Now a man whom Mme Sau- 
ve had done her mightiest to 
deprive of the mantel of suc- 
cession was receiving the ac- 
colades of the cheering con- 
vention as his election, was an- 
nounced. The President of the 
Progressive Conservatrice Asso- 
ciation of. Qcubec (and Mme 
Sauve is the first woman ever 
to hold such a post) neither 
smiled nor frowned. She stood 
quietly fanning herself against 
the oppressive 05° heat — and 
watching. ' 

Other members of the Deux 
Montagnes delegation also stood 
quietly, occasionally applauding 
politely, but refraining demons- 
tration, for thè deputy from 
Bagot. 

Nor was the delegation from 
Deux Montagnes alone in its 
lack of enthusiasm. Even be- 
fore the results were officially 
announced, as word o£ Der- 
trand's defeat leaked through 
the convention, delegates and 
onlookers alike again began to 
drift away from the Coliseum 
and some made no bones about 
their intention of not coming 
back — ever.' ' ;^ 

On the platform Jcan-Jaqq'ues 
Bertrandxsmile.d under the 
smooth flattery of his new chief 
and pledged hi^ .sypport. "The 
National Union is a party 'of 
union, not of division, of fu- 
sion, not of schism' he told his 
followers and the congress 
cheered. But he did not move 
to have the vote made unani- 
mous and it is unlikely that 
such a move would have suc- 
ceeded. 

For Jcan-Jacqucs Bertrand 
won 912 votes at the National

Union convention, not because 
of strong personal loyalty, but 
as' the champion of the spirit 
of reform. That spirit of reform 
would not be. satisfied with an 
appeal to party loyalty. The 
question which now faces the 
National Union is two-fold : if 
the reformists will settle for 
anything less than total victory 
how much will they demand as 
their price for reconciliation; 
and conversely how much will 
Daniel Johnson (presuming he 
can persuade his Duplessiste 
followers to make any conces- 
sions) be prepared to yield in 
order to obtain a common frcAit 
in ' the crusade against Levés- 
que, Lapalme and Lajoie. . . 

To this correspondent the 
-likelihood of a complete schism 
is remote. The fear and anger 
stirred by Lesage's "extreme" 
social reforms is likely to off- 
set the yearning for the "Liber- 
ie, Liberie, Liberie" which 
constituted Bcrtrand's final ap- 
peal, amongst the bulk of the 
party rank and file. Should the 
extreme reformers attempt a 
complete break it is likely that 
they would find themselves too 
I few and scattered -to be really 
effective. , ' • ' 

'Similarly, should thé Federal 
Conservatives contemplate ac- 
cepting the invitation of the 
working press and forming a 
provincial party they are going 
to be hard pressed to find the 
manpower. 

Even now the Conservatives' 
are finding their top level 
French - Canadian leadership 
spread woefully thin and with- 
out the prospect of rallying 
sufficient new strength as a re-

field they would run the risk 
of overextonding themselves. 

The most probable outcome 
if that the reformist element, 
taking heart from their un- 
expectedly-strong showing at the 
Coliseum will dig in for the 
less spectacular, but more po- 
tentially effective, process of 
pursua^lon and conversion with 
the view, first of gaining con- 
trol of local riding associa- 
tions, and then of securing the 
nomination and election of re- 
form-minded deputies. In this, 
they would count on the natu- 
ral process of youth replacing 
age and thé warm support of 
the press and the preponderan- 
ce of public opinion.

As the results were 
being annuonced I asked her 
for a reaction. She pointed to 
the 012 votes received by Ber- 
trand and said "I think this 
was well done, n'est-ce pas?".

MOVIE CRITICISM 

"The Love Game", currently 
showing at the Elysee Theatre, is 
a film dealing with the eternal 
French triangle; only this time 
the angles total more than one 
hundred eighty degrees. The plot : 
two men, and a woman who wants 
a child, nothing more involved 
or complicated. No intrigue, no 
tension.. No especially dramatic 
situation: there is no need for 
these prerequisites.-^ The film is 
simply enjoyable. Need it be any- 
thing more ? 

"The Love Game", which bounces 
along like a cinematic pogo stick, 
bubbles about the personality of 
Victor, the unmarriageable artist 
who. is in love with art, with him- 
self, with life, and as he later 
discovers, to his dismay, with the 
young l.ndy in whose establishment 
ho is comfortably cnsconscd. Hav- 
ing concentrated on producing the 
artistic brain-child, he finds him- 
self finally compromised to produc- 
ing a child of a very different 
sort — the wedding of art and life. 

It is my opinion, albeit not so 
humble, that the most infallible, 
or better, the least fallible critic 
is invariably the audience. It is 
important for' the, critic not only 
to study the pretentation; but also 
to observe the audience, in order 
to render his own Judgement more 
objective. In this particular .case, 
the audience lost itself almost 
completely in the light good hu- 
mor sprinkled now and then with 
a little pathos. 

The camera work was not care-, 
ful, but casual, adding to the real- 
istic effect. When one forgets that 
one is watching a screen, and has 
instead the implicit feeling that 
he is looking out a window at 
something that is evolving on the 
street below, then we have tlie 
illusion of life itself arranged 
for us, rather than that of un- 
strongly recommend it. .

Exchange Students From India

India in its continuous fight against disease and malnutrition. 



The project is an exchange of 
medicaC. students afcd lecturers 
which will admit.Indians'to McGill 
and send Canadians to' teach at 
the University of Madras, in south- 
ern India. 

Tho scheme is being planned 
with the co-operation of Royal 
Victoria Hospital and it is hoped 
that the aid of one of the large 
financial foundations will be ob- 
tained. 

INVESTIGATION 

This summer Dr. Lloyd Steven- 
son, dean of the Faculty of Méd- 
ecine, and Dr. Ronald Christie, 
chairman of the department of 
médecine and physiclan in-chief of 
Royal Victoria Hospital, visited 
Madras to make a personal in- 
vestigation. 

After his return. Dr. Stevenson 
said that no final plans had been 
set but that all of the details had 
been worked'^out and were being 
submitted to ^he Canadian and 
Indian governments. 

Dr.V Christie, explained the point 
of the 'project: "What they essen- 
tially need is some help in the 
more advanced study of médecine. 
By sending thehr bright young 
men hërc and by receiving some 
of our professors they will eventu- 



ally be able to stand on their own 
feet in the research field." 
LONG FRIENDSHIP 

, This idea for this exchange was 
born from a long friendship be- 
tween Dr. F. Cyril James and Sir 
A. Lakshmunaswani Mudaliar, vice- 
ciiancelior of the University of 
Madras. 

Referring to the great work 
being done by Canadian engineers 
under the Colombo Plan at the 
Kundra Dam in Madras, Dr. Ste- 
venson said, "What our colleagues 
are doing in engineering we want 
to do in médecine". 

Questioned on whether the In- 
dian people still retained their 
faith in the democratic system des- 
pite a slow economic pace. Dr. 
Stevenson replied, "In- southern 
India we had the only instance 
where an electorate voted in ' a 
Communist regime — and voted 
them out again."

McGill C;O.LC. neors 50th Birthday 



For nearly 50 years, military 
training has been available on 
the McGill campus enabling 
students to qualify as officers 
in both the permanent army and 
tlic militia. The McGill unit of 
tljc Officers' Ttalning Corps is 
in fact the oldest in the British 
Commonwealth outside the 
United Kingdom having been 
established in 1012.. 

During the first World War 
and again in the second the 
McGill Canadian Officers' Train- 
ing Corps (COTC) trained thou- 
sands of undergraduates. No 
rational man can possibly desire 
a third war but it is now clear 
that whatever the outcome of 
the present power struggle that 
for a long period, possibly 
several generations, nations will 
retain large military forces. On- 
ly this month, it was announced 
in Ottawa that 100,000 male 
Canadians would be required 
to volunteer for 6 weeks train- 
ing in survival measures against 
atomic warfare. Do you realixe 
that in the same period next 
summer that you can complete 
a quarter of the total summer's 
training required towards ob- 
taining the Queen's Commission, 
and that by August 1963, you 
can be qualified as ■ second 
lieutenant in the reserve army 7 
Through C.O.T.C. you can ob- 
tain .a > commission, you have 
guaranteed summer employ- 
ment, wd you can fulfil the 
moral obligation we all havo 
to aid In the defence of our 
country. This is how the scheme 
works. First, visit the C.O.T.C. 
office at the head of the stairs 
in the Gymnasium on Pine 
Avenue; it Is open everyday 
frpm 9-5 and on Monday eve- 
nings. Talk over the scheme 
with the officer there ■— he 
was a student at McGill a short 
lime ago. Make a preliminary 
application to enrol. If you 
arc accepted, you will paradç 
one evening a week — usually 
Mondays — during the winter 
for lectures. These parades in 



no way interfere with your 
academic programme. The first 
summer you will receive a 
minimum of 12 and at your 
option a maximum of 22 weeks 
training at an anny camp, some- 
where in Canada. There is more 
advanced training in the second 
year and at the end of that 
period you receive a.commis- 
slon. If yirn vwish, you may 
continue a third year for further 
training and in that summer you 
may volunteer to spend two to 
three months overseas. This 
year three McGill C.O.T.C stu- 
dents spent tho summer with 
the Canadian Brigade in Gcr 
many. The pay is good, a 
maximum of $100 during the 
winter, and in the summer $220 
a month with all quarters, 
board, travel and clothing pro- 
vided. - 
The scheme sounds easy; ae 
tually it is not as. easy as all 
that There will hie more. ap- 
plicants than vacancies, you 
have to be medically fit, you 
must show that you have leader- 
ship potential and you have 
to pass practical and theoretical 
tests at various stages. In other 
words, the course is not a 
walkover; in fact, lets face It, 
the training can be fairly tough, 
but'- the rewards aré worth it 
for you -A. and for the army 
that needs educated part-time 
officers. 

There are vacancies for stu- 
dents in many sections of the 
army, your choice sliould be 
directed by your own inclination 
and your university training in 
consultation with one of the 
C.O.T.C officers. For some fac- 
ulties where on-the-job training 
is part of the degree require- 
ment, this may bo obtained 
during the summer in the army. 

Why not come up to the 
C.O.T.C. office in tho Gymna- 
sium for an- interview now? 
The first phase .is now being 
formed from "first and second 
year men. Tbining will start 
at the end of October, v .
